Only Nine Survivors off 131 Men At Work 


In Shaft Had Been Accounted 


For At Noon 


Centralia, 111., March 26—(AP)—Hope of life for the 


last of 122 men entombed by a coal mine explosion near here 
Tuesday afternoon all but flickered out today, but cheerless 
rescue workers kept digging an ay nevertheless in a gaseous, 
clogged-up passage 540 feet underground. 


The picking and the toiling, slow work in the thick of 


the lingering fumes, in about 20 hours had accounted for 
only nine survivors of the 131 who were caught in the blast 
just a few minutes before quitting tune. 


Old hands at such things were agreed: they didn't have 


a chance. 


But the sleepless families of the men, quiet and staring, 


stayed on at the bleak tipple to face the worst. 


Some Kescuers Saved 


The nine survivors did not include some rescue men who 


had rushed down the shaft, fallen in the fumes'and been 
saved by others. 


Some of the dead had been counted, but there was no 


hurry to get the bodies up to the top. The main effort was 
centered on burrowing through fallen timbers and other 
debris and sealing the rooms off one by one as they were 
searched.

Inflamable Garments 


David R. Craig,-director of re- 


search for the American Retail 
Federation, recently .testified be- 
fore the House Committee on In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce on 
the problem of excessively in- 
flammable wearing apparel and 
decorative plastic ornaments. This 
is a problem—and a serious one— 
which has appeared in recent 
years, as new types of materials 
have, been developed..: Some of 
these materials, Mr. Craig stated, 
are a real hazard to the user. 


The consumer cannot tell a 


dangerous garment from one which 
is gafe—so he must rely on the re- 
tailer. And this places the average 
retailer in an extremely difficult 
position. 
Very few stores au 


equipped with laboratory facilities 
and expert techinicians able to ac- 
curately analyze goods, so'they, 
in turn, must rely on statements 
of suppliers which are not .ahvays 
reliable.

It has therefore been urged, in 


many quaiters, that ' the ^states 
pass laws forbidding the manu- 
facture or sale of dangerous, wear- 
ing apparel and setting up neces- 
sary definitions and standards. 
But the grave fault in this is that 
i state law cannot go beyond the 
state line. Each state would in- 
evitably establish different criteria 
and provisions. 
Manufacturers 


and retailers would be faced with 
dozens of laws, many in conflict 
with each other, and endless con- 
fusion would result. 


Most retailers, therefore, are of 


the opinion that the proper solu- 
tion lies in Federal legislation— 
and a uniform standard law apply- 
ing to the entire country. This, in 
Mr. Craig's words, is "the standard 
American way of protecting the 
public from dangers which are 
nationwide in extent." The answer 
lies in Congressional action.

Repeal was the big issue in the 


:irst Roosevelt campaign of 1932 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt receiv- 
ed great acclaim for the super- 
session of the ISth amendment by 
he 21st This he didn't deserve. 
or he had been a trimmer when 
•epeal .was politically dangerous. 
Al Smith, really carried the tar- 
get in the 1928 campaign against 
Herbert Hoover. He was a Cath- 
olic and few of our practical poli- 
icians privately , believed he 
had 


chance. There was great prej- 


udice; against Catholics not only 
in southern states but in some oth- 
ers. Worse still, Al was a wet. 
Protestant organizations had im- 
posed prohibition in the first place 
and had fought.to maintain it ev- 
er since 1920. Some of the Prot- 
estant clergy were so fanatical 
about prohibition that they made 
it an article of religion to the -neg- 
lect of other elements of Chris-' 
tianity. The prohibitionists main- 
tained an arrogant lobby in Wash- 


ington run from a headquarters 
overlooking the capital. 


Their manners and 
methods 


were a pattern for those of the 
union lobby and dictatorship that 
grew so strong under Roosevelt 
Like Uie unioneers they scored all 
compromise:

Crime had rjsen during the pro- 


hibition years

Hoover had appointed a commis- 
sion to study the situation.

people generally thought this com- 
mission was studying only crimes 
attributable to prohibition.

1929, 
Mr. Hoover said out; con- 


tempt for law was ominous but 
said that only eight per cent of 
the felony convictions in 1928 were 
for 
prohibition crimes. Prohibi- 


tion was a political weakness with 
him and the people suspected that 
he was playing politics for 'the 
support of the Anti-Saloon league 
and allied organizations, most of 
them Protestant church groups. 
Later in 1929, Hoover admitted 
that "prohibition now contributes 
about 14 per cent" of the prison 
sopulation. Meanwhile, however, 
the federal criminal laws had been 
extended to many other acts and 
the criminal narcotics trade then 
accounted for about 33 per cent 
of the inmates of Leavenworth 
and Atlanta. In December, 1929. 
:ie said the' enforcement of the 
srohibition laws had slowed down 
the federal courts and the Treas- 
ury, 
vrhich was responsible for 


detection. Although he did not say 
so, the Treasury had become hor- 
ribly corrupt in that phase of its

The government has a theoretical 
duty to protect dry states but is 
no more able to enforce this pro- 
vision of repeal that it was to 
enforce prohibition everywhere. 


The day the ISth amendment 


was repealed, Roosevelt took to 
:he radio to ask "whole-hearted 
cooperation" in protecting dry ter- 
ritory and to prevent the return 
of "the repugnant conditions" that 
existed before and during prohi- 
bition. 


"I ask especially," he 
said, 


"that no state by law or otherwise 
authorize the return of the saloon 
either in its modern form or in 
some modem guise." 
His policy 


would be to see that the evil social 
and political conditions of the pre- 
prohibition era should not return. 


In a short time. Forbes Morgan, 


an uncle of Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt, got a $100,000 job as chief 
lobbyist for the • whiskey trust. 
He died before he could profit 
much from the gratitude of the 
industry. 


"We who know the "saloon" of 


the old days know that present 
conditions are much worse. Wom- 
en rarely frequented drinking' 
places then and most of those who 
did 
xvere 
bums. Respectable 


women had discreetly and modest- 
ly patronized the back parlors of 
the old saloons. , During prohibi- j 
tion. respectable women learned to 
drink in speakeasies, and get reel- I 
ing drunk.-.Having 
opened the | 


doors under prohibition, women of | 
decent character kept their entree 
and they certainly drink enormous- 
ly more than their mothers did be- 
fore 1920. And their daughters, 
who were children under prohibi- 
tion, are sturdy patrons .of the 
new saloon "which ig now called a 
grill, tavern or night club. Never 
have women drunk as much in the 
United States as they do now and 
it is doubtful that the women of 
any other country ever have drunk 
as much. 
Mostly they drink 


whiskey and gin. 


Most of the booze trade is con- 


trolled by three, enormous produc- 
ers who have quietly driven little 
operators out of business. One 
large firm is just a new front for 
a lot of old bootleggers. The big 
firms also control their own ^out- 
lets" and thus the 
monopolists 


rake off the profits on the whole- 
sale business, too. And most of 
Lhe liquor is horrible and doesn't 
even pretend to be real whiskey.

them possesses a veto power which 
can nullify any action by the ma- 
jority.

"College graduates were calling

State Weight Laws 


Chicago. 
March 2G — (AP) — 


Strothcr C. Jones, president of the 
Illinois Cattle Feeders association 
announced today he has called p 
meeting1 of the organization nex 
Sunday to consider 
a proposec 


amendment to the state weight 
and meisures law now before the 
legislature. 


The 
amendment. 
if enacted 


"would completely stop the sale 
and shipment into this state" of 
cattle and sheep bought at othci 
points. Jones said. 


"Xo one would 
make these 


sales", he said, "if they had to 
wait for the sale to be consum- 
mated by the weight at the point 
of destination". 


Jones said the proposed amend- 


ment ptovides that "all cattle and 
sheep of the feeder type, when 
sold by weight shall be sold 
by 


their \seight as ascertained from 
state-inspected scales on the date 
and at the place of delivery, and 
not on the basis of any previous 
u eight". 


Although violation of the act 


is defined in the amendment as a 
misdemeanor punishable bv fine 
of from §50 to $300", Jones said 
that "as a matter of fact, 
few 


points of destination have scales 
adequate to base the weights on".
